CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—New knots in railroad transporta- 


tion of the. far west, bombing of a passenger train loaded 
with excursionists at Grant Junction; New Jersey; Dyna- 
miting of a Frisco railroad bridge at Ashegrove, Missouri; 
destruction by fire at Wichita Falls and Northwestern Rail- 
way shops at Witchita Falls, Texas, marked the early hours 
of rail strike* of the seventh week while rail heads, and 
strike leaders remain deadlocked over the president's pro- 
posals for peace. 


The walkout of the Santa Fe crews who left their trains 


stranded in the deserts of California, Arizona and New Mexi- 
co spread rapidly over the Southern Pacific and other west- 
ern lines.. Suffering among marooned passengers, especially 
women, children, aged, infirm is growing intense, according 
to reports from halted trains. State and federal authorities 
have begun investigations.

Passes To Reward 


Harry T. Powell, one of Danville's 


best known younger 
business 
men 


'died at 9:40 o'clock' this morning at 
his home 232, Mount Vernon avenue, 
alter a decline in .health dating back 
four years and which became critical 
only a few weeks ago. 
On Saturday 


a distinct turn for the worst v.-as 
perceived and throughout yesterday 
his condition was rnoat serious. He 
lost strength through the night and 
passed away peaceful!}' today gur-' 
rounded by members of his imme- 
diate family. 


The funeral will be held on Tues- 


day afternoon at 4:30 o'clock from 
his home and will be conducted 'by 
Rev. J. Emerson Hicks, D. D., for- 
merly pastor of the

Mr. Powell's death is an unusually 


tragic one. An energetic young busi- 
ness man.

cial field he succumbed to- a malady, 
the nature of which to the last baf- 
fled specialists. 
Four years ago he 


underwent a, noperation for the re- 
moval of his appendix and from that 
time his decline set in. Three times 
Bines he has been to various health 
centres, has conferred with five spe- 
cialists from whom he sought a diag- 
nosis of what appeared to be an in- 
testinal disaffection. 
All of them ad- 


mitted after various treatments that 
they were unable to determme just 
what the ailment was. In the mean- 
time he was losing- his health which 
once had been robust, and his friends 
have watched with anxiety during the 
past several months a decline which 
melical science seemed unable to 
prevent. 
Despite realization that he 


was losing ground. Mr. Powell wag- 
ed an unyielding fight and he kept 
on his feet with dogged determina- 
tion until three months ago when he 
had been reduced to such weakness 
that he was compelled to remain in- 
doors.

His end was perfectly peaceful, his 
doctors said. 
Alfred Charles William Harmsworth 
Viscount Northoliffe, was the most in- 
Suential..and most feared, journalist;?. 
figure in Europe. He was the owner 
of over forty publications -and wielded 
more power than many trans-Atlantic 
prime ministers. 
.He taught the uneducated masses 


of Great Britain to become newspaper 
readers and he supplied the news for 
the educated intellectuals •» well. He 
raised the "hacks of Fleet stre'ef" to 
positions of self-respect 
by paying 
them high wages and rewarding en- 
terprise lavishly. 
Xo other personal- 


ity in European journalism has left 
behind a wide street. After various 
experiments which led him to believe 
in the democracy as Xorthcliffe- 
He was born July 15, 1S65, in Dub- 


lin. His father wanted him to fttudy 
for the law. but journalistic genius 
pressed for expression and 'Xorthclifte 
went to London to seek his fortune in 
Fleet street. After 
various 
experi- 
ments he founded his greatest suc- 
cess. the London Daily Mail. Previ- 
ously to Xorthcliffe's whirlwind ap- 
pearance in Fleet street, British jour- 
nalism had been a staid affair of in- 
tellectual lethargy. Popular appeal 
was 
ignored 
contemptuously. 
But 


Xorthcliffe realized the masses -wcfre 
hungry for news, and he made his 
fortune bv catering to them. 
The middle and upper classes were 
shocked by the Daily Mall. 
Thero 
was no reason to be. for its news was 
accurate and interestingly told. But. 
class feeling sided against XorthcluTo 
because his paper circulated so large- 
ly in the East End. It became a sign 
of culture among snobbish people to 
decry the Daily Mail. Xorthcllfte nev- 
er succeeded in righting himself with 
ibis class of Englishmen, 
ffven-his 
purchase of the Ixmdon Times, the 
most cultured daily newspaper in the 
world, and his elevation to the peer- 
age. failed to give him rank in the 
«ocial m-orld of London. 
Xorthclifte never cared for society 


and class criticisms did not bother 
him. 
His mind was too active to 


dwell for any time in reveries. He had 
an astonishing supply of nervous ener- 
gy and his death at a premature age 
is due primarily to the fact that he 
burned himself up. He piayed a 
ceaseless part in the production of his 
papers. 
Promotion was rapid under 
him and his generosity never failed 
when he espied merit. He paid high- 
er wage* than any other London pub- 
lisher But. he would not tolerate in- 
efficiency. 
This ltd to a saying in 
Fleet street that he made his fortune 
bv squeezing lemons and 
throwing 
away the skins. 
The criticism was 
misplaced 
lor Xorthcliffe made the 


fortunes of more subordinates proba- 
bly than all other Fleet street pro- 
prietors combined. 
NorthcllnVs political power was in 
ternational.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Prolonga- 
tion of both the coal and railroad 
strikes has brought a further tighten- 
ing of the brakes on the wheels of in- 
dustry, but the undertone of the lead- 
ing markets of the country has never- 
theless remained flrm. 
It became increasingly evident as 
the week advanced that all parties 
concerned .viere desirous of coming to 
an agreement 
and that no 
insur- 
mountable obstacles stood in the way. 
The moderate advance in stock price*, 
under the leadership of railroad shares 
reflected the belief that a settlement 
was Imminent—a belief which was 
not shaken by growing 
disaffection 
among the railroad brotherheads and 
realization that a coal famine was a 
serious possibility. 
Competent observers point out that 
fundamental conditions are sound, and 
that once the disurbing influences are 
removed resumpion on a largo scale 
of the business revival, -which has 
been steadily gaining headway, may 
bo confidently expected. 
Aa an offset to the losses which the 


country has alreaoy suffered, there is 
now an accumulation of demand, thf 
tilling of which will spur industry for 
some- time to come. 
Coal supplies, 


meantime, have dwindled to the po:nt 
where basic Jndustries have been be-*- 
ously affected. 
AH.*ough the latest 
estimates of the geological survey cov- 
ering the week ending August 1st 
show that 
output has again 
risen 
above the 4,000,000-ton "mark it is still 
less than half of normal and about a 
million tons below what it was jutt 
prior to the shopmen's walkout. 
The steel industry in particular has 


suffered. 
Shutting down of blast fur- 
naces is almost a daily occurrence, 
and unless increased supplies of fuel 
are soon forthcoming some steel mills 
will have to suspend operations. Even 
with both strikes out of the way, fur- 
thermore, congestion on the railroads 
will be unavoidable and some months 
will be required to get back to normal 
conditions.

had much to do -with Lloyd George's 
selection. During the progress of the 
war. Lloyd George 
and 
Xorthcliffe 


worked together without friction, des- 
pite their temperamental differences. 


But, with £he German break came 


and the crisis was over, relations be- 
tween them ceased to be amicable. 
The caase of their break probably was 
the impossibility of two such indepen- 
dent and active personalities working 
together except under the stimulus of 
national self-preservation 
Xorthchffe 
attributed their differences to Llo>d 
George's refusal to recognize his min- 
istry in the interest of greater nat- 
ional efficiency 
Lloyd George's ver- 


sion is that the split was due to 
Xorthclifte's effort to dictate to the 
prime minister the names of a peace 
cabinet. 
" After the quarrel. Xorthcliffe began 
to show the effects of the strain under 
which he had been laborng durng th« 
war. Several tames he was ordered by 
his physicians to rest, but he disre- 
garded their advice. 
Eventually he 
was persuaded to take a trip around 
the -world. The doctors thought this 
would enforce quiet upon him. 
In- 
stead. Xorthcliffe turned special cor- 
respondent and searched ceaselessly 
for news at all the stopping places 
He broke down under the strain and 
had to curtail his tour. On his return 
to Eurooe the 
doctors took his in 
charge a-gain. 
But he refused once 


more to listen to them. 
He became very erratic. He went 
into Germany, disguised, to study con- 
ditions there. 
He severely criticised 
in public the action of his subordi- 
nates on the Daily Mail in agreeing 
with other publishers to reduce wages 
Two of the members of the board of 
directors of the Daily Mail started li- 
bel suits against him. His .condition 
alarmed his relatives and he was final- 
ly persuaded to pive up all work and 
submit to medical treatment 
But he 
retired too late 
His heart became af- 
fected and the end soon 
He died 
as he had lived, at his 
practically 
desk. 
Xorthciiffe was 
survived 
by his 


wife, to whom he was married in 
•1888. He had no children. His prin- 
cipal heir is expected to be his nephew 
Hon. Esmond Harmsworth, son ' of 
Lord Rothermere. 
Lord Xorthciiffe was ill at the time 
the Armistice was signed. His illness 
was diagnosed as due to adenoma of 
the thyroid glarfL for which he under- 
went an operation in June. 1919. Al-

The start was delayed 
until July because of labor trouble,

and Marquis Curzon in desiring to re- 
present rGeat Britain at the Washing- 
ton Arms Conference. As a result of 
this attack, go\ eminent 
news was 
barred 
from the 
Northcliffe press 
Lord Xorthcliffe sailed for America 
defying the boycott. 


During his world tour. Lord Xorth- 


cliffe occupied the public, attention of 
each country he visited, displaying 
great knowledge of the problems fac- 
ing %arious nations. Arriving in Xew 
York. July 23, 1921, he warmly en- 
dorsed President Harding's plans for 
the armament conference. 
In Aus- 
tralia he saw a. grave danger in that 
country being overrun 
by 
Asiatics, 


and in several addresses revealed an 
mtimate knowledge of Australia's nat- 
ional problems During his tour of the 
Pacific he made a close study of the 
situation in the Far East, and in Hong 
Kong expressed the opinion that the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance was a bar to 
its solution. He returned to London 
from his tour in May, 1922. In June 
he was reported to have made a tour 
of Germany incognito. 


Shortly after the completion of his 


wo»-ld tour, differences grew in the 
Newspaper Priprietors' 
Association 
over wage scales. 
Lord Northclifte 


criticising certaiij_ methods 
of

newer members of the Association 
He later resigned- 
In May. 1922. dissension broke out 
between Xorthcliffe and other mem- 
bers of the Associated Newspapers 
Ltd., owners of the Northcliffe press 
In June. 1922, libel suits -were brought 
against Lord Xorthcliffe by Sir An- 
drew Caird. vice-chairman, and "Wal- 
ter G- Fish, a director of Associated 
Newspapers. 
The day on which the announce- 
ment of the filing of these suits was 
made, Xorthcliffe was reported to be 
a nervous breakdown 
He was brought back 


to England several days later, and 
was reported then to be ill 
from

Europe Bemoans 


Dwindling Tips 


LONDON. AU»T. II*— (By th« Asso- 


ciated Press.)— Bn»S»»a'« *hop keep- 
erf, hotel and r«sU,urs>nt proprietors 
and headjiralters say thl* year's Amer- 
ican tourist crop la not of th* munlfi- 
clent pre-war variety. Of the persons 
and enterprise* that usually wax fat 
on tourist rushes, the tteauishl^ com- 
panies areyth« oily ones which have 
no complaint, for *• yet there !s no 
steamship substitute for trana-Atlan- 
tlc travel, and they have seldom. If 
ever, eclipsed this year's business. 
But once landed on- English soil, 
this year's tourist has comported him- 
self quite differently from the old 
timer who' made the American travel- 
er 'known for hla lavish tips, reckless 
buying of Jewels and clothing and in- 
discriminate purchases of "ourlos," 
genuine or otherwise Instead of buy- 
ing trunkfuls of apparel here, the 
-922 tourist is brlrtging plenty of 
clothing along and doing his sight- 
seeing from "rubberneck" charapanos 
instead of from the prlyately hired 
motor cars of former .years. 
According to the waiters, the pres- 


ent day tourists have trimmed their 
tips to a scant 10 i per cent, of their 
bills — in fact are outdone -by British 
and continental patrons in the mat- 
ter of tips. The hotel managers note 
a marked decrease in the number of 
American tourists who travel de luxe 
with their families and retinues of 
servants. 
"Only a few of- those most fortun- 


ately situated apparently can afford 
to travel in such state nowadays," \vas 
the plaint of one manager 
The world's chess congress, now in 


session in London, has given a great 
fillip to the anciemt game, and pud- 
d'ng capablancas fcajc be seen at all 
hours of the day in th« tea shops, cof-

Such statements appear as "a 
mental exerc»se, chess is a game which 
leads nowhere. It teaches no lesson 
from which practical experience can 
be gained, it is useless as a means of 
gambling and has no recuperative 
x-alue as a recreation. Finally the en- 
ergy spent in acquiring a knowledge 
of the game might be compared to a 
waste of opportunity— the learning of 
a language which has no literature " 


Meanwhile, unperturbed, the chess 


masters, ponder over their boards, and 
the young world's champion from 
Cuba remains a favorite. 


FALL OF MARK 


BRINGS EUROPE 


NEAR CRISIS 


(By J. V. T. MASON.) 
(Wrltt«n for th» United Prew.) 
The oomtant decline of the value 


of the O*rman mark point* to the 
rapid approach of the time when Ger- 
many will be unable to continue pay- 
-tns the regular Installments of the 
war indemnities.' Thla eltuatlon • a 
healthy one from the etandpont of 
Europe's retuin to eanlly. 
There will b» no effective readjust- 


ment of Europe's economic plight un- 
til the German financial situation Is 
treated on Its merits and not as It 
m'ght have been. The French gov- 
ernment cannot afford to recognize 
the truth about Germany until ihe 
peril of the general collapse of Ea- 
ropo !s brought home vividly to the 
French people. The only way that can 
be done Is by throwing Germany's 11- 
nancea into chaos. 
Germany's leaders, recognizing this 


fact, are doing all they can to hasten 
th« complete downfall of tho mark. 
Uast year, the Austrian crown, worth 
normally twenty cents, was being sold 
at the rate of eight hundred to tbe 
dollar. This level was e olow that tl-e 
allies recognized Austria's financial 
helpessness. 
TCo effor is b )ing made 


to collect any war 
indemnity 
from 
the Austrians ana their currency now 
iS fast falling to tho level of Russia's. 


One year ago. the German Mark, 


worth at par 25 cents, was being sold 
at eighty for the dollar. 
Now, the 
mark has receded to last year's lovel 
of the Austrian crown. The Germans 
hopes tame financial logic that was 
applied to Austria will be applied to 
them. The cases are not exactly par- 
allel, beause Germany has greater in- 
herent strength than Austria* 
Fur- 


thermore the German collapse Is due 
largely to the artificial fact that Ger- 
man marks are being printed in huge 
numbers, not for commercial purposes, 
but to be sold abcoad to speculators, to 
meet indemnity payments. 
Nevertheless, the German situation 


must necessarily grow ivorse the long- 
er marks are printed for the indem- 
nity account. The mere maintenance 
of the indemnity charges keeps the 
mark tobogganing. 
In a short time, the German situa- 


tion will be similar to the present 
rnsis m Austria. Nobody abroad will 
now purchase Austrian money, be- 
cause its value declines by half in a 


f»w days time. People within Austria 
Itself aro demanding payment In for- 
eign currencies. AM toon U the Ger- 
man mark become* ..similarly worth- 
loss abroad, Europa will be fac« to 
f»oe with, the climax of Its postwar 
fever. 
' 
Thenc»forth, heroic remedies must b« 
undertaken. The patient must be cured 
or killed.

LONDON. Aug. 12.—A German 


\-lew of the potentialities of the repa- 
rations situation was given to the cor- 
respondent In an Interview with 
a 


German, who Is In close touch with 
international affairs. 
He said if the 
attitude now unofficially expressed in 
America Is to govern the whole field 
o£ war debts, and the process of rig- 
orous collection is passed all down the 
line, aj the bottom of which is Ger- 
many, there will be a calamity of 1m- 
rne*surable proportions not only for 
Q*rman>, but for the whole world, 
which Is bound to be affected by the 
resulting chaos. 
Thus if Lord Balfour's note la in- 
tended to persuade America to be 
lenient it is a colossal failure; if, on 
the other hand, it Is merely Intended, 
to institute a discussion tending to 
result in reductions and modifications 
all round, with Britain cancelling ev- 
erything above the amount owed to 
America and being able to hold Amer- 
ica responsible for the necessity of 
collecting that amount from the Al- 
lies and Germany, and having a hold 
by which to force the other Allies to 
adopt a tone of moderation, then it 
it. a very great stroke with the pros- 
pects of "beneficial results. 
Of course all depends on M. Poin- 
care-. If he would co-operate in such 
a. general plan the outlook would be 
most hopeful; but apparently there is 


I l.ttie prospect of his doing so. Franc* 


la much !«« disposed to take a bl« 
outlook on these questions than Great 
Britain, due partly to temperament, 
but more particularly to national self- 
sufficiency and lack of contact with 
or Interest in. foreign trade and- world 
conditions. . 
For this reason, as long as a big 
plan of general cancellation of war 
debts by all nations, including Amer- 
ica, te impossible, the Germans in both 
official and industrial circles, would 
unquestionably i/reftr to owe i largo 
ftebt to all the A'l-.rs. including Gi-uat 
Britain, then even a greatly reduced 
one to France alone. In -vhirh case 
France would control the reparations 
commission—a situation for Uermany 
she would not relish in the least. 
All nations are suffering in general 
demoralization, although Germany is 
by far in the most unfavorable posi- 
tion. Exchange ratios afford no re- 
liable guide to actual conditions.
